Ladies  and  (  Gentlemen , 

1  beg'  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  (the  both  of  the 
series)  on  the  Public  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1936.  The  duty  of  presenting  this  report  to  you  has  devolved  on 
me  as  I  was  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  regrettable  death  of  your  late  Medical  Officer,  Dr. 
G.  W.  N.  Joseph,  on  August  28th,  1936. 

This  is  an  “Ordinary  Report”  as  distinct  from  a  “Survey” 
Report,  and  contains  the  information  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  accordance  with  Circular  1561  relating  to  the  “Contents 
and  arrangements  of  the  x\nnual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health.” 

The  past  year  was  one  of  considerable  stress  for  the 
Health  Department  owing  to  the  illness  and  subsequent  death  of 
your  late  Medical  Officer,  whose  aptitude  for  organisation, 
improvement  and  development  was  responsible  for  the  expansion 
and  high  standard  of  efficiency  of  the  Public  Health  Services  of 
this  town.  In  addition  to  his  interest  in  Public  Health,  Dr.  Joseph 
took  a  very  active  part  in  the  welfare  of  the  Blind,  and  was  for  some 
time  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Northern  Counties’  Association  for 
the  Blind,  and  by  his  death  the  town  has  lost  a  most  valuable 
official  who  was  well  known  and  always  helpful  to  all  sections  of 
the  community. 

The  Population  at  the  mid-year  1936  was  assessed  by 
the  Registrar-General  as  79,200,  compared  with  79,322  at  the 
Census  in  1931. 

Our  General  Death  Rate  for  1936  was  12.4  per 
1,000  persons  living,  compared  with  12.02  per  1,000  the  previous 
year. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  16.0  per  1,000  compared  with  16.6 
per  1,000  in  1935. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  90  per  1,000  children 
born,  compared  with  64  per  1,000  the  year  before. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  5.2  per  1,000  births 
compared  with  a  Rate  of  3.65  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole. 
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The  epidemic  of  diphtheria  which  visited  this  town,  in 
common  with  many  other  parts  of  the  country,  during-  1935, 
showed  signs  of  abating  during  the  latter  half  of  that  year,  and 
the  first  half  of  1936. 

In  certain  branches  of  the  Service  we  have  received  great 
assistance  from  voluntary  workers,  and  I  would  like  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  the  Ladies’  Committee  of  the  Mothers’  and 
Babies’  Welcome  for  their  invaluable  assistance  at  the  Consulta¬ 
tion  Centres,  and  in  this  connection  I  have  to  record,  with  much 
regret,  the  death  of  Mrs.  J.  Moore  Murray,  who  was  for  many 
years  one  of  the  most  ardent  voluntary  workers  in  the  cause  of 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Warrington 
Rotary  Club  and  Council  of  Social  Service  for  providing  a  week’s 
holiday  at  Prestatyn  for  a  number  of  necessitous  mothers. 

We  also  accord  our  appreciation  of  all  the  assistance  rend¬ 
ered,  especially  to  ex-Service  men  and  their  families  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  the  United  Services  Fund. 

As  in  previous  years  special  attention  has  been  focussed  on 
the  health  of  all  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  Routine 
Medical  Inspection  of  the  3-years-old  group  has  been  carried  out, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  defects  found 
amongst  the  entrants  to  our  schools  last  year  was  only  6.4  com¬ 
pared  with  an  average  of  more  than  16  per  cent,  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  (see  p.  44). 

The  question,  however,  of  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  of 
children  between  i  and  5  years  of  age  (other  than  the  3-years-old 
group),  either  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  or  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  special  Toddlers’  Clinics,  will  have  to  be  considered  in 
the  near  future.  Consideration  will  also  have  to  be  given  to  the 
desirability  of  the  establishment  of  Day  Nurseries,  Nursery 
Schools  or  Nursery  Classes  in  already  existing  Infants’  School 
Departments. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  features  of  the  work  referred 
to  in  this  Report,  deserving  of  special  attention  : — 

(i)  The  Survey  of  the  housing  accommodation  of  the  town 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  extent  of  overcrowding 
(according  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  of  1935), 
which  was  commenced  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  previous 
year  was  completed  during  the  year  under  review,  and  steadv 
progress  has  been  made  in  our  work  of  slum  clearance  and  re¬ 
housing  of  persons  living  in  insanitary  property  (see  page  143). 
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(2)  Plans  and  specilications  in  connection  with  the  extension 
of  the  Borough  (General  Hospital  were  considered  and  approved, 
and  building-  operations  were  commenced. 

(3)  A  suitable  site  was  selected  for  a  Public  Abattoir,  and 
plans  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  approval. 

(4)  The  introduction  of  a  scheme  for  immunization  against 
Diphtheria  on  a  large  scale  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  the  means 
of  reducing  to  a  minimum  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
borough  (see  page  90). 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  thank  the  whole  of  the  staff,  particu¬ 
larly  Dr.  A.  Delmege  (Clinical  T.O.),  Dr.  M.  I.  Porteous  (Asst. 
M.O.,  M.  &  C.W.),  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Flood  (Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector)  for  their  loyal  support  and  valuable  work  carried  out 
in  every  branch,  and  I  would  like  also  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
placing  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  afforded 
me  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council 
during  my  term  of  office  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. — Warrington  is  mainly  an  indus¬ 
trial  town,  and  owing  to  the  variety  of  manufactures  carried  on, 
e.g.,  wire,  iron  and  steel,  chemicals,  soap,  cotton,  glass,  brewing 
tanning,  etc.,  does  not  suffer  from  unemployment  to  the  same 
extent  as  some  of  the  other  Lancashire  County  Boroughs.  The 
figures  for  unemployment  kindly  supplied  me  by  Mr.  Fielder,  show 
the  position  in  Warrington  for  the  live  years  1932-1936  : —

POPULATION. — The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the 
mid-year  1936  was  79,200  (compared  with  the  1931  Census  figures 
of  79,322),  and  last  year’s  estimate  of  80,300. 

HI RTHS.— There  were  1,497  births  registered  of  children 
born  in  this  borough  in  1936 ;  237  births  belonged  to  parents  resi¬ 
dent  outside  Warrington,  while  14  children  were  born  outside  the 
borough  to  parents  resident  within. 


Deducting  the  237  births  from  the  total  registered,  1,497,  and 
adding  the  14  births,  we  have  accredited  to  Warrington  1,274 
births  (659  males  and  615  females). 

The  birth-rate  for  Warrington  per  1,000  living  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  was  16.0  in  1936,  compared  with  16.6  in  1935,  and  14.8  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

41ie  total  dumber  of  illegitimate  births  was  52  (24  males,  28 
females),  an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  when  50  such 
children  were  born  (25  males  and  25  females). 

MARRIAGES.— Thc’-e  were  837  marriages  dui'ing  the  vear, 
the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  being  10.5.  In  1935  there  wei'e 
774  marriages,  giving  a  rate  of  9.6. 

DEA'I'HS.  — 1,148  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
Borough  during  1936.  Of  these,  however,  202  were  non-residents. 
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Daring'  the  same' perioci  41  deatlis  have  been  reported  as  having- 
occurred  outside  the  district  of  persons  usually  resident  in 
Warrington.  Adding  these  and  deducting  the  non-residents  we 
have  a  total  of  987  deaths  accredited  to  Warrington  for  1936, 
compared  with  966  in  1935,  an  increase  of  21. 

This  gives  us  a  death-rate  of  12.4  per  1,000  persons  living 
during  1936,  compared  with  12.02  in  1935,  and  11.6  in  1934. 

'Fhe  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.  i  ;  for  the  122 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  towns  12.3;  and  for  London  12.5.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  115  deaths  of  infants  under  j  year  of  age  during 
1936,  compared  with  87  in  the  previous  year,  and  instead  of  1,341 
births  (1935)  there  were  1,274  births  in  1936. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  based  on  the  number  of  deaths 
per  1,000  births.  The  death-rate  among  infants  in  1936  was  90. 
(For  causes  of  deaths  see  page  16). 

'The  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  first  month  of  life,  49  out  of 
1 15,  or  42%,  mainly  ascribed  to  ante-natal  factors — that  is  to 
factors  acting-  before  the  birth  of  the  child — was  lower  than  last 
year  (in  1935  there  were  55  out  of  87,  i.e.,  63%). 

'there  were  no  infant  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  but  i  death 
was  due  to  Diphtheria,  6  to  Whooping  Cough  and  3  deaths  to 
Measles. 

No  less  than  33  were  certified  as  due  to  Premature  Birth. 

During  the  year  there  were  3  infants  born  with  Congenital 
Malformations,  as  against  15  in  the  year  1935. 

'there  were  7  deaths  from  Gastro-enteritis. 

'twenty-nine  of  the  babies  were  born  and  died  in  hospital,  and 
of  tlie  remainder  41  were  breast  fed.

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MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  7  deaths  of  mothers  resident  within  the  Borough 
due  to  pregnancy  or  child-birth,  compared  with  15  in  1935  and  5 
in  1934. 

This  gives  us  a  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  5.2  per  1,000 
(live  and  still)  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  3.65  per  1,000  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and  which  is  a  great  improvement 
on  the  rate  of  10.6  for  1935. 

Careful  investigations  were  made  in  every  case  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  doctor  who  had  attended  the  case,  and  full  particulars 
were  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

All  the  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions — Borough  General 
Hospital  6,  Maternity  Home  i.  It  is  unfair,  howeA^er,  to  infer 
in  any  way  (as  is  done  in  some  quarters)  that  there  is  a  greater 
risk  for  a  mother  in  being  confined  in  a  hospital  to  being  confined 
in  her  own  home. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  large  number  of  those  who  die  in 
hospital  are  confined  in  their  own  homes  previously,  or  unsuc¬ 
cessful  attempts  at  delivery  have  already  been  made  before 
admission.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

A  special  block  for  cases  of  mental  illness  is  administered  by 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  at  the  Whitecross  Institution. 
Amongst  these  there  are  often  a  few  cases  of  mentally  defective 
children,  who  would  be  much  better  somewhere  else,  but  the  Lanca¬ 
shire  Mental  Hospitals  Board  are  unable  to  find  other  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  them. 


MENTAL  WARDS  OF  THE  WHITECROSS  INSTITUTION. 

These  are  administered  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
The  services  of  the  two  Resident  Medical  Officers  of  the  General 
Hospital  are  available  for  the  patients  in  these  wards.

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LOCAL  HOSPITAL  POLICY. 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Municipal  and  Volun¬ 
tary  Hospital  services  in  the  town. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  conferences  are  from  time  to  time  (as 
occasion  requires)  held  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Manag-e- 
ment  of  the  Local  Infirmary. 


7.— MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  only  private  Nursing  Home  at  present  in  the  Borough 
has  been  established  in  connection  with  the  Local  Infirmary  by 
alterations  and  additions  to  the  Nurses’  Home.  It  will  accom¬ 
modate  25  patients,  and  during  the  year  252  cases  were  treated 
therein.  This  Nursing  Home  has  been  exempted  from  registi  a- 
tion  by  the  Local  Authority. 


8.— INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

There  is  no  special  institutional  accommodation  provided  by 
the  L.  A.  for  unmarried  mothers  or  illegitimate  children,  but  all 
such  cases  are  admitted  without  distinction  to  any  of  the  Municipal 
Institutions. 

The  Cottage  Homes,  at  Padgate,  formerly  administered  by  the 
Board  of  Guardians,  were  transferred  to  the  Local  Authority  by 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  and  are  now  administered  by  a 
Special  Committee  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
The  medical  supervision  of  the  children  is  carried  out  by  a  part- 
time  general  practitioner  (Dr.  Sinclair),  who  reports  on  medical 
matters  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

This  institution  takes  cases  from  other  areas  as  well  as 
Warrington,  and  the  total  children  on  the  31st  December,  1936,

Children  under  3  years  of  age  are  not  admitted  to  the  Cottage 
Homes,  and  as  the:'e  is  no  nursery  provision  in  the  Whitecross 
Institution  any  healthy  infants  and  children  under  the  age  of  3 
have  had  to  be  accommodated  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  hereto¬ 
fore.  During  1934,  however,  alterations  to  the  Nurses’  Home  at 
Aikin  Street  Hospital  enabled  special  'accommodation  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  such  cases.  The  Public  Assistance  Committee  pay  20s. 
per  week  for  any  healthy  child  admitted  to  this  Nursery,  and  it 
is  also  possible  for  any  child  of  tender  years  to  be  looked  after  here 
in  the  event  of  the  mother  requiring  hospital  in-patient  treatment. 
(See  also  page  55). 

9.— AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  was  no  alteration  in  the  arrangements,  which  have  been 
described  in  previous  Reports,  for  Ambulance  Facilities  for  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases,  and  maternity  cases. 

10.— CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

A  new  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  called  the  “Sunshine”  Centre, 
was  opened  on  the  17th  April,  1936,  in  the  Wesleyan  School, 
Knutsford  Road.

Aural  Clinic  for  children  under  5  years  of  age,  sessions  by  a  Throat  and 
Nose  Specialist,  2.30  p.m.  Health  Department,  First  Thursday  in  the  month. 
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TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  in  Garven  Place,  behind  the 
Health  Department,  in  Sankey  Street,  and  is  open  daily. 

A  Medical  Officer,  who  is  a  specialist  in  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis, 
is  in  attendance  for  the  examination  of  persons  suffering  or  suspected  to 
be  suffering  from  this  disease. 

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Corporation  have  established  a  Centre  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  (Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea)  at  the  Infirmary 
Kendrick  Street.  The  Clinic  is  open  on  : 

Tuesdays  :  Men  4  p.m.  Women  5  p.m. 

Fridays  :  Women  5  p.m.  Men  6  p.m. 

Irrigations  are  available  at  any  time  by  arrangement,  and  a  male 
orderly  is  in  attendance  for  male  patients.  A  Specialist  from  Manchester 
attends  on  the  Clinic  days  to  give  advice,  and  all  treatment  is  carried  out 
under  conditions  of  secrecy.  There  is  also  a  lady  doctor  in  attendance  for 
female  patients.  Names  and  addresses  of  patients  are  not  divulged. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  SCHOOL 

CHILDREN. 

A  Clinic  is  held  every  morning  during  the  week  at  the  Health  Department 
for  the  treatment  of  school  children  suffering  from  minor  ailments  who  require 
to  be  excluded  from  school.  In  addition,  nurses  attend  daily  in  our  schools 
to  treat  those  whose  condition  does  not  necessitate  their  absence. 

A  School  Medical  Officer  is  present  at  the  Clinic.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  if  required  for  nose  and  throat  operations,  eyesight  testing  and  provision 
of  glasses,  and  X-ray  treatment  for  ringworm  cases. 

There  is  also  a  special  dental  clinic. 


TREATMENT  OF  CRIPPLING  DEFECTS. 

An  orthopaedic  surgeon  attends  for  the  examination  of  children  suffering 
from  crippling  defects  with  a  view  to  their  receiving  treatment  as  follows  : — 

Children  aged  1  to  5  years  ; 

Orthopaedic  Clinic,  Borough  General  Hospital,  once  a  month. 

Children  aged  5 — 14  years  : 

Orthopaedic  Clinic,  Borough  General  Hospital,  once  a  month. 

The  Clinic  is  open  daily  at  Whitecross  at  9  a.m.  for  the  provision  of 
remedial  exercises,  massage,  electrical  and  other  forms  of  treatment  given 
by  the  nurses. 

A  surgical  instrument-maker  attends  when  required  to  measure  cases 
for  any  necessary  appliances,  which  are  supplied  at  cost  price.

By  net  expenditure  is  meant  expenditure  after  deducting 
income  such  as  patients’  payments.  No  account  has  been  taken 
of  the  block  gfrant  payable  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
nor  of  the  percentage  grant  in  respect  of  the  School  Medical 
Service, 

In  considering  all  such  comparisons  it  will  be  remembered  that 
local  circumstances  exist  which  prevent  the  expenditure  in  different 
County  Boroughs  from  being  always  strictly  comparable.  Still, 
the  figures  here  given  are  not  at  all  unfavourable  to  Warrington, 
especially  when  one  considers  that  we  have  as  complete  a  health 
service  as  any  area,  and  that  there  is  probably  no  area  that  has  had 
less  provided  for  it  by  philanthropic  enterprise. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  in  Warrington  is 
fairly  comprehensive,  and  includes  the  following  branches  of  work. 

(1)  The  supervision  of  the  Alidwifery  Service  under  the  Mid  wives’ 
.Vets. 

(2)  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  homes,  including  the 
administration  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Acts. 

(3)  Special  supervision  of  Boarded-out  children  (Public  Assist¬ 
ance  Order,  1930),  of  children  put  out  to  nurse  (Children  Act, 
1908,  Part  I.),  and  of  illegitimate  children. 
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(4)  Ante-natal  supervision  of  and  consultations  for  expectant 
mothers. 

(5)  Post-natal  supervision  of  mothers  after  confinement. 

(6)  Discovery  of  and  treatment  of  defects  in  children  under  5 
years  of  age,  including  routine  medical  inspection  of  children 
aged  3  years. 

(7)  Work  of  Consultation  Centres,  together  with  treatment  of 
certain  minor  ailments. 

(8)  Dental  Clinic  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  for 
children  under  5  years  of  age. 

(9)  Special  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  for  children  under  5. 

(10)  Special  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  children  under  5. 

(11)  Institutional  accommodation  for  maternity  cases. 

(a)  Maternity  Home. 

(b)  Borough  General  Hospital. 

(12)  Specialist  Services  if  required  for  maternity  cases. 

(13)  Hospital  treatment  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Aikin  Street. 

(14)  Nursery  at  Aikin  Street  for  healthy  babies. 

(15)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infants  and  young  children 
suffering  from  : — 

(a)  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough. 

(b)  Marasmus. 

(c)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

(16)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

(17)  Home  uursing  of  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  or 
Pneumonia  arising  from  these  diseases;  Puerperal  Fever, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

(18)  Supply  of  milk  in  necessitous  cases  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  and  to  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

(19)  Holiday  Camp  for  Mothers. 

A  very  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  under  each  of 

the  above  headings,  which  will  now  be  considered  in  more  detail  : 
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I.  SUP’ERVISION  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  MIDWIVES 
PRACTISING  IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902  and  1918. 

There  were,  during-  1936,  24  midwives  registered  as  practising 
in  the  town.  All  of  these  hold  the  certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board.  Four  of  these  have  not  had  a  case  in  the 
borough. 

All  take  cases  outside  the  borough  as  well. 

POST-GRADUATE  WORK. 

The  Local  Authority  pays  the  expenses  for  seven  midwives  to  attend  a 
post-graduate  course  each  year  when  such  a  course  is  available.  During 
1936,  no  post-graduate  course  was  held  within  a  reasonable  travelling  distance. 

The  Warrington  Branch  of  the  Midwives’  Institute  still  retains  its 
popularity  and  the  monthly  meetings  are  extremely  well  attended. 

ANTE-NATAL  WORK. 

This  branch  of  their  work  is  receiving  more  and  more  attention  from  the 
practising  midwives  in  the  town,  and  several  midwives  now  hold  ante-natal 
clinics  in  their  own  homes  where  their  patients  are  examined  regularly.  In 
cases  of  difficulty,  the  cases  are  referred  either  to  the  patients’  own  private 
doctor  or  to  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor,  who  acts  as  Inspector  of 
Midwives,  have  been  detailed  in  previous  Reports,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  summary  of  the  work  for  1936  :  —

Payments  to  Midwives  in  Necessitous  Cases,  &c. 

The  Local  Authority  has  decided  to  pay  the  fees  of  Midwives 
attending  necessitous  cases  of  confinement  as  follows  : — First 
child  35/-,  each  subsequent  birth  30/-. 
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Furthermore,  when  a  patient  who  has  booked  a  midwife  is 
sent  into  hospital  by  a  medical  man  during-  the  progress  of  labour, 
and  when  the  midwife  has  given  ante-natal  supervision  to  the  case, 
a  fee  of  lo/-  is  paid,  or  in  the  case  of  an  abortion,  where  the 
midwife  has  given  assistance,  5/-  is  the  fee  paid  by  the  Local 
Authority.

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In  every  case  of  difficulty  the  Midwife,  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  must  call  in  a  Doctor  and 
must  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  this  has  been  done. 
During  1936  272  such  notifications  were  received. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  and  Orders  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1920  and  1922,  the  Local  Authority  must 
pay  the  fee  (according  to  a  special  scale  laid  down)  of  any  Doctor 
called  in,  and  has  power  to  recover  it  from  the  patient  if  they  are 
able  to  pay.

2.  WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Particulars  of  the  work  amongst  infants  which  is  largely  based 
upon  information  received  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has 
been  given  in  previous  Reports. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907  and  1912. 

The  total  births  registered  as  belonging  to  Warrington  in 
1936  was  1,337  (^5^74  births  and  63  still  births). 

The  number  of  births  notified  does  not  however,  correspond 
with  those  registered,  because  of  the  difference  in  the  time  allowed 
for  notification  and  registration  respectively,  and  also  that  the 
births  for  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  borough  are 
included.

3.  SPECIAL  SUPERVISION  OF  BOARDED-OUT  CHILD¬ 
REN,  OF  CHILDREN  PUT  OUT  TO  NURSE,  AND  OF 
ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

Boarded-out  Children. 

This  work,  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
was  taken  over  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  on 
ist  October,  1931,  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
In  accordance  with  Part  VI  of  the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930, 
the  Committee  co-opted  three  lady  members,  Mrs.  Cunningham, 
Mrs.  Jowett  and  Mrs.  Starkey,  who  had  been  visiting  the 
cases  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Guardians. 
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These  voluntary  workers,  in  addition  to  the  Health  Visitors, 
supervise  all  cases,  and  we  are  indebted  to  them  for  their  valuable 
services. 

Number  of  children  on  the  register  during  the  year. — 28. 

The  usual  allowance  in  each  case  is  1 1  /6  per  week  per  child, 
for  one  child,  or  7/6  per  week  each  if  more  than  one  child  boarded- 
out  in  the  same  home,  plus  20s.  quarterly  clothing  allowance  for 
each. 

All  cases  are  visited  at  least  twice  a  quarter  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Order,  and  full  reports  are  given  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Boarding-Out  Committee.

4.  ANTE-NATAL  WORK. 

In  99%  of  the  1,570  notified  births  the  mothers  received  some 
form  of  ante-natal  care,  either  from  their  own  doctor  or  midwife, 
or  at  the  ante-natal  clinics.  The  number  attending  the  clinics 
was  987,  which  is  62%  of  the  total  births. 
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Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  Health  Office  (twice  a  week), 
the  Borough  General  Hospital  and  the  Maternity  Home  (once  a 
week).

ESTIMATION  OF  HEMOGLOBIN  IN  PREGNANT  WOMEN. 

During  1936,  the  routine  estimation  of  haemoglobin  during  pregnancy 
was  continued.  It  is  found  that  during  a  normal  pregnancy,  the  haemoglobin 
value  commences  to  fall  when  the  patient  is  seven  months’  pregnant.  This  year 
it  has  become  routine  practice  to  try  and  counteract  this  tendency  by  dietetic 
advice  and  in  suitable  cases  the  administration  of  some  iron  preparation  has 
met  with  very  gratifying  results. 

DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

CONTRACTED  PELVIS.— 21  cases.  Six  of  these  were  delivered  by 
Caesarian  Section,  two  were  induced  before  term,  and  the  others  had  normal 
confinements  with  small  babies. 

MALREPRESENTATION. — -27  cases.  Version  was  successfully  per¬ 
formed  in  18  cases,  while  the  others  were  delivered  as  breech  presentations. 

CARDIAC  DISEASE. — 19  cases.  The  most  severe  were  admitted  a 
few  weeks  before  the  date  of  confinement  for  rest. 

ALBUMINURIA. — 53  patients  had  Albuminuria  during  some  period  of 
their  pregnancy.  Two  of  these  were  cases  of  Pyelites,  and  21  were  cases  of 
“Albuminuria  of  Pregnancy”  with  associated  high  blood  pressure.  All  reached 
well  to  treatment. 

HYPEREMESIS  GRAVIDARUM.— 22  cases  (mild  type). 

HYDRAMNIOS.— 12  cases. 

ANTE-PARTUM  HEMORRHAGE.— 16  cases. 

ANEMIA. — 50  cases.  Ten  of  these  cases  were  suffering  from  a  severe 
degree  of  anaemia  and  all  improved  greatly  with  treatment. 

VARICOSE  VEINS.— 33  severe  cases. 

DENTAL  CARIES.— 247  cases.  Treatment  was  advised  in  every  case, 
either  by  their  own  dentist  or  at  the  B.G.H.,  but  in  many  cases  treatment  was 
refused. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. — 4  cases  of  Syphillis,  3  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
were  referred  to  the  V.D.  Clinic.  Sixteen  women  suffered  from  a  vaginal 
discharge  which  was  non-venereal. 

ABORTIONS.— 4  cases  of  abortion  were  referred,  and  admitted  to  the 
Borough  General  Hospital. 

VARIOUS. — 13  cases.  These  were  mostly  referred  to  their  own  doctor 
for  treatment.

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An  increased  use  has  been  made  of  the  X-ray  plant  at  the  Borough  General 
Hospital  in  elucidating  the  diagnosis  in  cases  of  hydramnios  breech  presentation 
and  multiple  pregnancy.  It  has  proved  most  helpful  in  establishing  the  presence 
or  otherwise  of  pregnancies  which  are  in  doubt,  and  in  all  cases  the  certainty  of 
the  diagnosis  of  the  true  state  of  affairs  has  been  most  re-assuring  to  the  patients 
themselves. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC  AT  BOROUGH  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Hospital  twice  a  week,  for  patients  who  intend 
being  confined  there.  All  these  cases  are,  however,  seen  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  M.  &  C.  W.  Medical  Officer  at  the  Health  Department.

5..  POST-NATAL  WORK. 

Clinic. 

In  March,  1932,  a  post-natal  clinic  was  started.  This  is  held 
at  the  Health  Office  once  a  week  (Wednesday,  1T.15  a.m.),  and  is 
for  examination  of  women  about  six  to  eight  weeks  after  their 
confinement.  The  object  of  this  examination  is  to  ensure  that 
everything  is  normal  again,  and  any  defects  resulting  from  the 
recent  labour  can  be  rectified. 

The  value  of  this  clinic  is  becoming  better  appreciated  by  the 
mothers. 

During  1936  79  women  attended  the  clinic,  compared  with  75 
^935-  these  28  were  normal  :  49  had  slight  defects  which 

were  remedied  :  2  had  gross  defects  needing  operative  treatment. 
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Beds  are  available  for  these  cases  when  required  in  the 
Borough  General  Hospital,  and  the  baby  can  be  admitted  if 
necessary,  to  the  Nursery  at  Aikin  Street. 

6.  DISCOVERY  OF  AND  TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTS  IN 
CHILDREN  UNDER  5  YEARS  OF  AGE,  INCLUDING 
ROUTINE  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  CHILDREN 
AGED  3  YEARS. 

For  many  years  we  have  concentrated  on  the  discovery  and 
treatment  of  defects  in  children  of  pre-school  ag'e,  with  the 
result  that  the  health  of  the  entrants  at  our  schools  has  been 
consistently  better  than  the  averag'e ;  in  fact,  the  percentag-e  of 
defective  children  requiring-  treatment  on  first  attendance  at 
Warrington  schools  in  1936  was  only  6.4%,  compared  with  over 
16%  for  the  country  as  a  whole.

There  are  3  main  ways  in  which  defects  are  discovered  :  — 

(a)  Routine  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  homes. 

(b)  Routine  medical  inspection  of  3-year-olds  by  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  the  Consultation  Centres. 

(c)  Special  medical  examinations  at  the  Consultation 
Centres. 

(a)  ROUTINE  WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  to  supervise 
carefully  the  health  of  the  children  under  her  care,  and  to  draw 
the  attention  of  parents  to  any  departure  from  the  normal,  at  the 
same  time  placing-  before  them  the  facilities  available  for  treating- 
any  defects  found. 

In  the  first  place  a  note  is  given  to  the  mother  or  guardian  in 
every  instance  advising  that  the  child  should  be  taken  to  the 
family  doctor. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  not  in  any  way  attempt  to  diagnose 
the  condition,  but  simply  refer  any  abnormality  to  the  doctor. 

The  doctors  have  agreed  that  where  they  do  not  wish  to  treat 
a  case  themselves,  but  would  like  us  to  deal  with  it  through  one 
or  other  of  our  clinics,  they  will  initial  the  note  and  hand  it  back 
to  the  parent. 
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1  he  case  is  followed  up  after  a  short  interval,  and  supervision 
is  not  relaxed  until  satisfactory  treatment  has  been  obtained. 
The  good  results  of  thus  focussing  our  attention  on  the  pre¬ 
school  child  are  slowly  but  surely  showing  themselves  by  the 
better  physique  of  the  entrants  to  our  schools. 

The  following  table  of  the  defects  found  in  the  children 
during  1936  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  their  visits  to  the  homes  is 
interesting,  and  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  defects 
found  in  addition  by  the  Medical  Officer  amongst  the  children 
attending  the  Consultation  Centres  (see  page  44). 
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DEFECTS  FOUND  IN  CHILDREN  (1—5)  BY  HEALTH  VISITOR  DURING  ROUTINE  HOME  VISITING. 
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(b)  ROUTINE  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  3-YEAR-OLDS. 

The  scheme  of  routine  inspection  of  children  when  three  years 
of  age,  which  was  inaugurated  in  1935,  was  continued  through¬ 
out  1936. 

The  parents  are  in  each  case  notified  as  to  the  importance 
of  having  their  children  examined  at  this  age,  and  are  advised 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered.  It  is  emphasised  that 
defects  found  at  this  age  may  thus  be  remedied  before  the  child 
starts  school. 

At  each  examination  the  importance  of  having  their  children 
immunized  against  diphtheria  is  stressed,  and  immunization  is 
offered  free  of  charge  to  any  child  with  the  consent  of  the  family 
doctor. 

The  response  to  the  three-year-old  examination  has  been  most 
encouraging ;  the  mothers  seem  pleased  to  have  their  children 
examined.  Out  of  974  parents  notified,  444  children  have  been 
examined,  giving  a  45.5?'o  response. 

The  record  of  the  inspection  is  entered  at  the  first  inspection 
on  the  child’s  school  medical  schedule  card,  and  is  available  for  the 
School  Medical  Officer  later  on.

x4ny  children  found  defective  are  referred  to  the  family  doctor 
in  the  first  instance,  and  only  when  he  does  not  wish  to  treat  them 
are  they  dealt  with  by  us.  Certain  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  practitioners  frequently  avail  themselves  of 
these  for  their  patients.

Throat,  nose  and  ear  defects  at  special  clinic,  under  the 
charge  of  a  Specialist. 

x\  useful  factor  in  assisting  with  the  work  of  “following  up“ 
is  the  daily  “return”  of  all  cases  admitted  to  or  discharged  from 
the  Borough  General  Hospital  or  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

From  the  discharge  lists  the  Health  V^isitors  are  able  to  pick 
out  all  cases  in  their  districts  and  keep  them  under  special 
observation  until  they  have  completely  recovered. 

7.  WORK  OF  THE  CONSULTATION  CENTRES. 

(For  days  and  hours  of  opening  of  the  five  Centres  see  page  29). 

These  deservedly  popular  institutions  carried  on  their  good 
work  during  the  year. 

I  must  here  refer  to  the  valuable  services  of  the  voluntary 
workers  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  of  the  Mothers’  and  Babies’ 
Welcomes,  who  assist  us  so  well  in  the  work  of  the 
5  Consultation  Centres.  Not  only  is  their  work  of  extreme  value 
to  the  Mothers  and  Children,  but  they  are  performing  many  duties 
which  are  essential,  free  of  all  cost  to  the  town,  and  which  other¬ 
wise  would  become  a  charge  upon  the  rates. 

On  the  17th  April,  1936,  an  additional  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
at  Thelwall  Lane,  Latchford,  was  formally  opened  and  named 
the  Sunshine  Centre  by  the  Mayor  (Alderman  J.  Poole,  J.P.).  This 
centre  has  greatly  relieved  the  congestion  at  the  Wash  Lane 
Centre,  and  the  subsequent  attendances  at  both  centres  have  amplv 
justified  its  inauguration. 

These  Centres  all  cater  for  children  up  to  5  years  of  age,  i.e., 
toddlers  as  well  as  infants.

8  DENTAL  CLINIC  for  expectant  Mothers  and  Children  under 
5  years  of  age. 

In  1932  a  dental  clinic  was  established  at  the  Borough

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9.  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC. 

In  June,  1934,  a  clinic  was  started  for  children  suffering 
from  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat.  A  Specialist  from  Man¬ 
chester  attends  this  clinic,  which  is  now  held  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month  at  the  Health  Office. 

During  the  year  51  cases  attended  the  clinic,  and  34  of  these 
had  operations  at  the  Borough  General  Hospital. 
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Cases  are  sent  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  their  own  medical 
practitioners,  who  refer  them  to  this  clinic  if  they  deem  it  advis¬ 
able.

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ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  TREATMENT. 

Ultra-Violet  Ray  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic.  Cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  when  neces¬ 
sary,  and  also  from  the  Consultation  Centres.  Those  that  appear 
to  benefit  most  are  cases  of  rickets. 


During  1936  the  number  of  children  under  5  years  receiving 
this  form  of  treatment  was  80,  and  their  attendances  numbered 
1201. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Harman  Taylor  for  the  following 
account  of  his  work  : — 

“CHILD  WELFARE  SCHEME  FOR  CHILDREN  UNDER  FIVE 

YEARS  OF  AGE.” 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
referred  to  this  Clinic  ;  statistics  show  a  decrease  of  thirty  cases  as  compared 
with  last  year.  The  majority  of  cases  have  been  brought  to  the  Clinic  on  reaching 
the  age  of  six  months.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  males  as 
compared  with  females,  shows  twice  the  number  of  the  male  sex.  On  analysing 
these  cases,  by  far  the  greater  majority  have  been  cases  of  early  rickets  and 
Marasmus.  Treatment  consisted  of  giving  these  cases  a  three  months’  course 
of  Artificial  Sunlight.  As  a  result  of  this  form  of  treatment,  the  infants  increased 
in  weight  and  size. 

Only  two  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  referred  to  the  Clinic,  and 
these,  fortunately,  afifected  only  one  or  two  groups  of  muscles  in  the  legs.  No 
serious  disability  it  is  anticipated  will  result  from  this  disease  in  the  two  cases 
on  treatment. 

The  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  is  probably  the  result  of  better 
housing  conditions,  more  nourishment  in  the  homes,  and  hence,  a  healthier 
type  of  parentage. 

On  reaching  the  age  of  five,  such  cases  as  have  not  been  cured,  are  referred 
to  the  Education  Clinic,  where  continuation  of  treatment  is  carried  out  under 
the  same  conditions  as  in  this  Clinic.  There  is,  therefore,  a  complete  con¬ 
tinuity  of  treatment  without  any  break. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Porteous,  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
of  the  various  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Town,  who  has  invariably  picked 
out  cases  which  were  considered  of  special  importance  for  reference 
to  the  Clinic.  In  addition,  I  must  mention  the  keen  interest  shown 
by  the  Welfare  Nurses.  The  latter  have  been  good  enough  to  investi¬ 
gate  cases  of  absentees.  It  was  discovered  that  the  reason  for  most  of 
these  absentees  was  inability  of  the  mothers  to  bring  their  children, 
owing  to  household  and  other  duties.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such 
interruptions  should  take  place.  I  venture  to  bring  forward  the  view  that 
it  may  be  worth  considering  the  possibility  of  the  Corporation  providing  a 
suitable  conveyance  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  these  cases.  This  method 
is  actually  in  force  in  many  large  towns.  The  provision  of  such  a  conveyance 
would  also  be  of  service  in  conveying  children  under  the  care  of  the  Education 
Authority  to  the  Clinic,  as  many  cases  undergoing  treatment  under  this 
Authority,  also  frequently  absent  themselves  from  treatment  for  similar  reasons. 

During  the  course  of  treatment  of  these  cases,  minor  illnesses  have  been 
discovered,  which  do  not  come  under  the  care  of  this  Clinic.  I  have  accordingly, 
referred  such  cases  to  the  family  doctor,  requesting  him  to  deal  with  such  cases, 
as  they  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  this  Clinic.  In  this  way,  there  has 
been  a  happy  sense  of  co-operation  between  the  General  Practitioners  and  this 
Clinic. 

The  value  of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  cannot  be  over-estimated. 
Disease  and  disability  is  arrested  in  its  early  stage,  treatment  is  considerably 
shortened  in  regard  to  duration,  and  so  expenses  in  the  long  run  is  considerably 
curtailed.  Already  the  worth  of  this  Clinic  is  shov/n  by  the  diminution  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  referred  nawadays  for  Orthopaedic  treatment  when  of 
school  age.

20.  HOLIDAY  CAMP  FOR  MOTHERS. 

Once  ag'ain,  throug'h  the  generosity  of  the  Council  of  Social 
Service  and  the  local  Rotary  Club,  50  necessitous  mothers  were 
provided  with  a  week’s  holiday  at  Prestatyn,  which  was  very 
greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  attended. 

The  cases  are  selected  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  submitted 
to  the  Council  of  Social  Service  for  approval.  One  Health 
Visitor  attends  at  the  Camp  at  Prestatyn  each  year,  and  the 
Rotary  Club  arranges  for  transport. 


SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


For  descriptions  of  the  Water  Supply,  Rivers  and  Streams, 
Drainage  and  Sewerage,  Scavenging,  etc.,  reference  must  be  made 
to  former  reports. 

(1) .  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.— Considerable  work  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  Borough  to  reduce  the  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams,  and  this  work  will  continue. 

A  contract  has  been  let  to  construct  a  new  sewer  along 
Hallfields  Road,  Orford  Green  and  Long  Lane  to  connect  to  the 
existing  main  drainage  scheme. 

When  this  has  been  completed,  the  sewerage  of  Orford  Area 
(which  at  the  present  time  discharges  direct  into  the  local  water¬ 
courses)  will  be  connected  up  and  discharged  into  the  new  outfall 
sewer. 

A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Orford  Road  to  enable  some 
30  houses  to  be  connected  thereto,  and  disconnected  from 
discharging  directly  into  the  Padgate  Brook. 

(2) .  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  important  work  of 
sewering  the  Orford  Area  is  still  being  carried  on,  and  a  new 
sewer  is  being  constructed  to  take  the  sewage  of  the  area  North 
of  Long'  Lane.  A  new  Box  Culvert  is  also  being  constructed  to 
carry  off  the  surface  water  into  Sankey  Brook. 

(3) .  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.— The  proportion  of 
w.c.’s  to  pails  is  now  increasing,  chiefly  owing  to  the  building  of 
new  property,  and  partly  to  the  gradual  conversion  of  some  of  the 
worst  of  the  pail  closets

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(4)  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD.— There  is  no  Crematorium 
in  the  town.  It  was  found  necessary  to  purchase  additional  land 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  present  Cemetery  for  extensions,  and 
the  Borough  Surveyor  is  at  present  drawing  up  plans  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Systematic  inspection  of  all  areas  of  the  town  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  a  large  amount  of  valuable  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  staff  under  our  Chief  Inspector  (Mr.  W.  T. 
Flood). 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  of  work  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  appointed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Health  Department  is  over¬ 
crowded,  unsuitable  and  inadequate,  adding  to  the  difficulties  of 
the  work,  and  new  premises  are  highly  desirable  and  essential. 

Altogether  4,363  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  inspectors, 
which,  added  to  those  paid  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  tuber¬ 
culosis,  make  up  a  total  of  12,689  during  the  year  as  follows  : —

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  is  the  officer  authorised  by  the  L.A. 
for  the  administration  of  this  Act,  which  places  a  penalty  on  the 
Occupier  (not  Owner)  of  any  land  (including  premises,  etc.),  who 
fails  to  take  all  practicable  steps  to  rid  his  property  of  rats  and 
mice. 

With  reference  to  the  Corporation  properties,  mostly  in  the 
centre  of  the  town,  the  number  of  traps  set  within  the  year  was 
3,510  and  the  number  of  live  rats  caught  in  these  traps  780, 
including  72  caught  in  Rat  Week. 

For  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  much  of  this  property 
has  been  in  course  of  demolition,  which  accounts  for  the  reduced 
number  of  rats  caught  from  last  year. 

Prepared  baits  to  the  number  of  27,648  have  been  laid,  and 
a  very  large  percentage  of  them  taken,  on  the  various  tips 
adjacent  to  water  courses,  etc. 

THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

Among  new  legislation  the  above-named  has  added  important 
duties  to  the  staff.

closed  for  one  half-day  each  week,  and  that  the  Assistants 
received  a  half-day  holiday  each  week.  Whilst  no  definite 
number  of  working  hours  was  fixed  for  the  Shop  Assistants  under 
the  Shops  Act,  1912,  the  number  of  working  hours  for  young 
persons  (i.e.,  persons  under  the  age  of  18  years)  has  been  fixed 
under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  at  52  hours  exclusive  of  intervals 
allowed  for  rest  and  meals.  After  December,  1936,  the  working 
hours  will  be  48  per  week.  Additional  powers  are  introduced  into 
the  new  Act  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  both  as  regards  the  hours  worked  by  young  persons, 
intervals  allowed  for  rest  and  meals,  inspection  of  records 
referring  to  hours  of  employment,  suitable  and  sulficient  means 
of  ventilation,  ascertaining  that  a  reasonable  temperature  is 
maintained,  and  that  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences 
are  available. 

In  this  Borough  we  have  1,795  shops  and  stalls. 

In  552  shops  assistants  are  employed,  and  in  286  of  the  552 
shops  young  persons  are  employed.  These  shops  require  special 
attention  to  control  the  working  hours  of  the  voung  persons,  and 
to  see  that  the  new  provisions  are  carried  out.

'I'he  occupiers  of  one  factory,  also  of  one  workshop,  com¬ 
plied  with  the  requirements  of  Section  107  of  the  Act,  and  furnished 
lists  of  homeworkers  employed  by  them.  These  lists  have  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Authority  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February  and  the  first  day  of  August  each  year.  The  lists  con¬ 
tained  the  names  of  15  homeworkers,  2  resident  in  Warrington, 
and  13  in  adjacent  urban  or  rural  districts.  The  names  and 
addresses  of  the  workers  resident  outside  the  Borough  were  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Local  Authority  concerned.  Of  the  Warrington 
homeworkers  i  is  engaged  in  making*  wearing  apparel  and  i 
as  file  and  tool  maker,  and  of  those  resident  outside  the  borough, 
13  were  engaged  in  file  or  tool  making. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  the  homes  of 
Warrington  homeworkers,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
report  in  any  case  adverse  circumstances  in  their  homes  or  sur¬ 
roundings. 
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CANAL  BOATS. 

26  canal  boats  inspected  at  Warring-ton  were  berthed  on  the 
River  Mersey,  either  at  Bank  Quay,  Bishop’s  Wharf,  or  Howley 
Quay.  They  were  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  These  boats 
travel  between  Manchester  and  Liverpool,  and  are  subject  to  inspec¬ 
tion  not  only  by  the  Inspectors  at  the  towns  mentioned,  but  also 
they  are  visited  by  the  Manchester  Port  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
is  on  duty  on  the  Ship  Canal  between  Eastham  and  Manchester. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

There  are  nine  Picture  Houses  and  one  other  place  of  enter¬ 
tainment  open  each  evening  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  In  addi¬ 
tion  we  have  one  skating  rink  and  four  halls  which  are  used  fairly 
regularly  either  for  concerts  or  public  meetings.  All  these 
premises  are  visited  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  that  the  means 
provided  for  ventilation  during  performances  are  made  use  of,  and 
also  to  see  that  during  the  daytime  the  doors  and  windows  are 
thrown  open  to  admit  both  fresh  air  and  sunlight.  The  cleansing 
of  the  premises  and  the  removal  of  refuse  have  been  fairly  well 
carried  out,  while  the  drains  and  sanitary  conveniences  have  been 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Some  points  with  regard  to  our  supervision  of  these  places  of 
entertainment  will  be  found  in  the  Reports  for  1919,  1920  and 
1929.

SCHOOLS. 

As  in  pirevious  years  a  Special  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
School  Children  of  the  Borough  has  been  issued. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  deal  with  the  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Schools,  and  with  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  arising 
in  them. 

Apart  from  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  scholars  for 
various  defects  and  ailments,  a  large  amount  of  work  is  done  each 
year  in  endeavouring  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  among 

them.

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HOUSING  REQUIREMENTS. 

There  is  certainly  not  as  much  over-crowding  as  there  was  a 
few  years  ago.  The  Housing  Committee  was  gradually  over¬ 
taking  the  shortage  of  houses  for  ordinary  growth  of  population, 
but  the  cessation  of  building  under  the  1924  Act  will  very  soon 
place  us  in  arrears  again. 

There  are,  however,  a  great  many  houses  being  built  in  the 
Rural  Districts  immediately  adjoining  the  Borough  boundary 
(probably  not  less  than  1,500  in  past  2  years),  and  a  large  number 
of  Warrington  people  are  going  to  live  in  these  districts.  This 
tends  to  relieve  the  housing  shortage  in  the  town.

1936 

All  the  Clearance  Areas  have  been  dealt  with  and,  with  the 
exception  of  12  cases  the  inhabitants  had  been  displaced. 

In  regard  to  the  Improvement  Area,  the  Council  decided  that 
progress  should  be  made  by  dealing  with  the  39  houses  as 
individual  unfit  houses,  17  of  the  houses  have  been  dealt  with, 
and  the  occupants  re-housed,  the  remainder  (22)  will,  I  hope,  be 
dealt  with  during  the  present  year. 

Of  the  326  individual  unfit  houses,  117  have  been  demolished 
to  the  end  of  1936. 

In  97  cases  action  for  the  removal  of  the  inhabitants  was  in 
progress  and  of  the  remainder  (112)  the  necessary  action  will 
be  completed  during  the  year  1937. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  enumerated  in  the  above  pro¬ 
gramme  51  iildividual  unfit  dwellings  have  been  demolished  and 
201  persons  displaced.

is  exposed  to  Cyanide  Gas,  the  work  being  carried  out  on  our 
behalf  by  the  expert  staff  of  a  Liverpool  hrm. 

Bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  is  submitted  to  high  pressure  steam 
in  a  Washington  Lyon  Disinfector. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1936,  548  households  had  been  dealt 
with. 

Caravans. 

At  the  end  of  1936,  45  caravans  had  been  demolished  and  the 
occupants  re-housed. 

InspectiOxN  of  Corporation  Houses. 

During  the  year  frequent  inspections  were  made  of  Corpora¬ 
tion  houses  by  officials  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  houses  generally  are  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition,  and  there  is  evidence  of  improvement  in  cleanliness 
by  a  majority  of  the  tenants  since  transfer  from  the  old  conditions 
to  the  nev/.  Unfortunately,  however,  some  tenants  do  not  respond 
satisfactorily. 

I'he  latter  have  been  repeatedly  visited  with  a  view  to 
inducing  them  to  take  advantage  of  their  new  environment. 

A  special  investigation  was  made  during'  the  inspection  of 
the  houses  for  evidence  of  vermin  (bugs,  fleas,  cockroaches  and 
beetles). 

It  was  found  that  in  81  houses  inspected  the  furniture  of 
which  had  been  treated  with  Cyanide  Gas  during  the  course  of 
removal  from  condemned  houses,  only  i  (1.2%)  showed  signs  of 
vermin. 

In  the  case  of  19  houses  where  the  tenants  were  transferred 
previous  to  the  adoption  of  this  treatment  and  removal  by  the 
Local  Authority,  3  (or  15.8%)  were  affected  with  vermin. 

In  358  cases  where  persons  had  obtained  houses  after  being 
in  lodgings  in  privately-owned  houses,  and  when  their  furniture 
had  not  been  treated,  64  (or  17.8%)  were  found  to  be  affected.

In  dwellings  infected  with  vermin  we  had  for  some  years  been 
fumigating  with  Sulphur,  but  this  has  proved  to  be  ineffective  in 
clearing  many  of  the  houses,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  if  this  method 
has  any  eff'ect  on  the  eggs  concealed  in  cracks,  crevices,  etc., 
behind  plaster  or  woodwork. 

We  have  also  tried  other  fumigants  which  have  not  abso¬ 
lutely  cleared  the  vermin. 

Arrangements  have,  therefore,  been  made  for  the  treatment 
of  houses  with  Cyanide  Gas.  With  this  process  it  is  necessary 
for  the  houses  to  be  vacated  for  at  least  2  days  owing  to  the 
poisonous  nature  of  the  material  used. 

The  process  can  only  be  used  in  semi-detached  houses,  or 
where  several  houses  can  be  vacated  at  one  time.  In  the  latter 
case,  at  least  one  house  must  be  empty  on  each  side,  in  addition 
to  the  house  under  fumdgation,  so  that  a  barrier  is  formed  between 
the  houses  under  fumigation  and  any  occupied  ones. 

Where  possible  the  tenants  are  requested  to  stay  with  friends 
or  relatives  for  48  hours.  The  Corporation  has  also  set  aside  a 
furnished  house  for  the  use  of  those  temporarilv  dispossessed  of 
their  homes.  Up  to  the  end  of  1936,  99  houses  have  been  treated. 


I 
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Internal  Painting  and  Decoration. 

The  Fown  Council  adopted  a  report  of  the  Borough  Surveyor 
in  July,  1935,  and  all  houses  are  to  be  re-decorated  and  painted 
internally  every  5  years. 

Poultry,  Pigeons,  Etc. 

The  Corporation  will  not  allow  poultry  to  be  kept  by  any 
tenant  of  a  Corporation  house.  Members  of  the  National  Homing 
Federation  who  make  an  application  through  the  Local  Secretary 
may  be  granted  a  licence  to  keep  homing  pigeons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  18  tenants  had  been  granted  these 
licences. 

Housing  Act,  1935. 

This  Act,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  August  2nd, 
1935,  deals  in  the  main  with  the  relief  of  overcrowding'.  It 
imposes  the  duty  on  every  local  authority  before  dates  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Minister  to  cause  inspection  of  the  area  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  what  houses  are  overcrowded,  and  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Minister  the  result  of  such  inspection  and  the 
number  of  new  houses  required  in  order  to  abate  overcrowding, 
and  unless  satisfied  that  such  houses  will  be  otherwise  provided, 
to  submit  proposals  for  the  provision  of  same.  (See  page  143).

The  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1936  there  were  nine  cowsheds  within 
the  town.  One  new  cowshed  has  been  erected  during;  the  year. 
They  have  been  reg'ularly  visited,  and  the  cattle  kept  therein 
examined  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 


There  are  69  premises  reg'istered  for  the  sale  of  milk,  and  in 
addition  270  shopkeepers  sell  milk  in  enclosed  bottles  (chiefly 
sterilized).

Mdie  cattle  found  to  be  giving  milk  containing  tubercle 
bacilli  were  slaughtered  and  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925. 


As  far  as  possible  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriolog'ical  exam¬ 
ination  are  obtained  from  the  producers’  cans  as  soon  as  they  arrive 
at  the  retailers’  premises  within  the  Borough.  The  greater  por¬ 
tion  of  our  milk  supply  comes  from  farms  situated  in  Cheshire. 


Since  the  year  1915  it  has  been  our  practice  to  submit  for 
examination  from  80  to  100  samples  of  milk  per  annum  to  ascertain 
its  freedom  from  tubercle  bacilli.  These  samples  were  obtained 
from  the  milk  supplied  for  consumption  within  the  town  by  pro¬ 
ducers  resident  both  within  and  outside  the  Borough.  Through 
the  information  obtained  from  these  samples  during  the  past  22 
years  (1915  to  1936),  it  has  been  possible  to  trace  173  cows  giving 
milk  containing  tubercle  bacilli.  These  animals  were  at  once 
removed  from  the  milking  herds  and  slaughtered. 

27  samples  were  submitted  for  the  detection  of  dirt  or 
injurious  bacteria.  In  7  cases  the  result  was  unsatisfactory.

9  out  of  the  53  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  did  not  conform  to  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  (see 
page  8i ). 

Idiere  has  only  been  one  licence  issued  in  the  Borough  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1923,  and  that  for  pasteur¬ 
ised  milk. 

Several  persons  resident  outside  retail  “  Graded  Milk  ”  by 
motor  vehicle  in  the  Borough. 

The  Local  Authority  are  endeavouring  to  encourage  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  better  grade  of  milk  by  stipulating  that  the  milk 
supply  for  the  Borough  General  Hospital,  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  Maternity  Home  should  be  “Grade  A”  (Tuberculin  tested). 

Also  the  free  milk  supplied  to  the  necessitous  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  ailing  children  is  either  Grade  A  (Tuberculin 
I'ested)  or  Pasteurised. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Food. 

(i)  The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  Regulations  have  been  of  considerable  beneht  in  the  trans¬ 
port  and  handling  of  meat. 

The  practice  of  retailing  meat  on  handcarts,  horse-drawn  or 
motor  vehicles  still  continues,  and  although  some  of  the  motor 
vehicles  now  in  use  for  this  purpose  are  in  first-class  condition,  we 
do  not  approve  of  the  principle. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  this  Borough.  We  have  ten 
private  slaughter-houses  (2  registered,  8  licensed).  One  of  the 
slaughter-houses  is  only  used  at  irregular  intervals,  and  at  another 
pigs  only  are  slaughtered. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  to  consider 
the  provision  of  a  public  abattoir.  A  site  has  been  decided  upon 
by  the  Health  Comimittee  and  it  is  very  likely  that  in  the  near 
future  an  abattoir  will  be  erected.  Plans  have  been  prepared  by 
the  Borough  Surveyor  and  after  consultation  with  the  other 
committees  concerned  and  also  the  local  traders  the  Ministrv  of 
Health  will  be  asked  for  their  sanction  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  regularly  visited  by  the  inspectors, 
chiefly  during  the  time  slaughtering  is  taking  place.  Not  only  do 
the  inspectors  examine  the  meat  and  view  the  premises  as  to  the 
conditions  of  cleanliness,  but  also  see  that  no  cruelty  takes  place. 
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35  notifications  were  received  from  Pig'keepers  of  their 
intention  to  slaughter  one  or  more  of  their  pigs.  All  the  carcases 
and  internal  organs  were  examined,  and  in  one  instance  the  car¬ 
case  was  condemned. 

The  total  number  of  carcases,  etc.,  condemned  at  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  during  the  year  was  as  follows  :  — 

23  beasts,  2  sheep,  9  pigs  and  i  calf  with  their  offals,  and, 
in  addition,  i344lbs.  of  offal.  The  chief  cause  for  condemnation 
in  both  beasts  and  pigs  was  tuberculosis.

In  addition  to  the  above  the  carcases  of  3  beasts  and  3  pigs, 
which  either  died  or  met  with  an  accident  while  in  transit,  were 
destroyed. 


(iv)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1934. 
It  is  now  an  offence  to  slaughter  any  animal  in  a  slaughter-house 
or  knacker  yard  unless  it  is  first  stunned  by  a  mechanically  oper¬ 
ated  instrument  in  proper  repair. 

47  applications  were  received  from  slaughter-men  for  a 
licence  to  slaughter  animals,  and  all  were  granted  after  due 
inquiry.  This  is  in  conformity  with  Sec.  3  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1933.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  Report  upon  the 
work  done  by  me  as  Public  Analyst  under  the  above  Act,  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1936. 

NUMBER  OF  SAMPLES  ANALYSED. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  analysed  under  the  Act 
during  1936  was  195,  this  being  an  increase  of  23  samples  over  the  previous  year. 
The  following  table  shows  the  average  number  of  samples  analysed  each  year 
for  the  past  five  years  : — -

In  the  above  table,  the  expression  “formal  samples”  means  samples  taken 
with  the  formalities  prescribed  by  the  Act,  including  division  of  the  article  into 
three  equal  parts,  and  the  sealing  and  labelling  of  each  part  in  the  presence  of  the 
vendor.  Such  samples,  if  found  to  be  adulterated,  may  be  made  the  subject 
of  a  prosecution  without  further  inquiry.  “Informal  sam^ples”  are  taken  as  an  or 
dinary  retail  purchase  by  the  Inspector  or  his  agent,  and,  usually,  the  vendor 
is  not  aware  that  the  article  has  been  purchased  for  analysis.  These  samples 
cannot  be  made  the  subject  of  a  prosecution,  but,  as  the  majority  of  the  samples 
are,  in  fact,  quite  satisfactory,  control  of  the  purity  of  food  by  the  taking  of 
informal  samples  has  much  to  recommend  it.  The  method  has  the  disadvantage 
that,  a  formal  sample  may  not  always  be  obtainable  to  follow  up  an  informal 
sample,  if  the  latter  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  for  this  reason,  most 
samples  of  milk  are  taken  “formally”  in  the  first  instace.  Other  articles  of  food 
are  usually  taken  informally. 

NUMBER  OF  SAMPLES  REPORTED  AS  UNSATISFACTORY. 

During  1936,  a  total  of  eleven  samples  was  reported  as  being  adulterated 
or  not  up  to  standard.  The  following  tables  gives  the  number  and  percentage 
of  samples  reported  as  adulterated  since  1930

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It  may  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  percentage  of  samples 
adulterated  or  otherwise  unsatisfactory  was,  in  1936,  the  lowest  since  1932. 
Conclusions  drawn  from  this  fact,  however,  would  not  be  reliable.  In  the 
first  place,  the  number  of  samples  taken  annually  is  relatively  small,  and,  in 
fact,  is  below  the  number  of  three  samples  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A  further  factor  tending  to  make 
“percentages  of  adulteration”  unreliable  as  a  guide  is  that  successive  samples 
are  frequently  taken  from  the  same  source,  if  anything  is  found  to  be  wrong. 
It  is  obvious  that  several  adulterated  samples  of  the  same  article,  all  taken  from 
one  source  and  having  the  same  origin,  would  tend  to  increase  the  “percentage 
of  adulteration”  to  a  disproportionate  extent. 
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NUMBER  OF  EACH  VARIETY  OF  FOOD  ANALYSED. 

The  samples  analysed  during  1936,  included  27  different  varieties.  The 
number  of  each  variety  is  given  in  a  table  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 


MILK. 

Milk  is  one  of  the  few  articles  of  food  for  which,  in  this  country,  limits 
of  composition  are  prescribed  by  law.  The  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1901, 
provides  that,  if  a  sample  of  Milk  contains  less  than  3  per  cent,  of  fat  or  8.5 
per  cent,  of  solid s-not-fat,  it  is  to  be  presumed  not  to  be  genuine  (until  the 
contrary  is  proved)  by  reason  of  the  abstraction  of  fat  or  the  addition  of  water. 
These  Regulations  are  out  of  date  and  should  be  revised.  It  is  known  that  the 
fat  and  solids-not-fat  in  milk  of  average  quality  are  much  in  excess  of  the 
minimum  limits  of  the  Regulations,  and,  conversely,  that  perfectly  genuine 
milk  may,  in  certain  circumstances,  fail  to  conform  in  respect  of  either 
constituent.  As  regards  deficiency  in  fat,  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  found  it 
necessary  to  recommend  that  local  Authorities  should  not  institute  proceedings 
for  alleged  abstraction  of  fat  from  milk  on  the  basis  of  the  Regulations  alone, 
but  should  do  so  only  after  inquiry  and  further  sampling  have  shown  that 
deficiency  is  not  due  to  natural  causes.  As  regards  the  addition  of  water, 
analytical  tests  are  now  available  by  the  application  of  which  it  is  possible  to 
decide  with  certainty  between  deficiency  in  solids-not-fat  arising  from  natural 
causes  and  deficiency  resulting  from  the  presence  of  extraneous  water.  If  the 
Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  were  modified  to  bring  them  more  into  accord  with 
recent  developments,  a  greater  uniformity  of  treatment  in  different  areas  would 
be  obtained,  and,  in  my  opinion,  modification  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the 
public,  and  of  the  honest  trader. 

In  Warrington,  every  sample  of  milk  that  fails  to  conform  to  the  Regulations 
is  the  subject  of  further  inquiry  and  analytical  investigation,  and  the  results 
during  the  year  under  review  have  justified  this  practice  and  they  provide 
interesting  confirmation  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  Regulations.  During  1936, 
nine  samples  of  milk,  out  of  a  total  of  53  samples  examined,  failed  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations.  Of  these,  the  fat  content 
was  below  3  per  cent,  in  five  samples,  and  the  solids-not-fat  were  below  8.5 
per  cent,  in  four  samples.  The  extent  of  the  deficiencies  in  fat  ranged  from 
3.3  per  cent,  to  10.0  per  cent.,  but  in  every  case,  further  investigation  provided 
a  reasonable  explanation  for  the  deficiency,  and  in  no  instance  were  there  grounds 
to  suspect  the  deliberate  abstraction  of  fat. 

The  extent  of  the  deficiencies  in  solids-not-fat  ranged  from  1.2  per  cent, 
to  7.0  per  cent.  The  analysis  of  the  various  components  of  the  solids-not-fat, 
coupled  with  the  application  of  the  “freezing-point”  test,  indicated  that  in 
each  case  the  deficiency  was  due  to  natural  causes  and  that  no  water  had  been 
added. 


Whilst  it  is  not  suggested  that  deficiencies  of  the  nature  found  are  in  any 
way  insignificant,  or  that  every  effort  should  not  be  made  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  individual  supplies,  it  is,  nevertheless,  worthy  of  note  that  literal  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  Regulations  would  have  presumed  each  of  the  samples  concerned 
to  be  adulterated,  whereas,  in  fact,  there  was  no  case  of  deliberate  adulteration 
during  the  year,  and  the  samples  were  genuine  but  of  poor  quality. 
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In  Warrington,  when  a  sample  of  milk  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in 
quality,  but  not  adulterated,  the  practice  is  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of 
the  vendor,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  make  recommendations  as  to  how  the 
supply  may  be  improved.  Subsequently,  further  samples  are  taken  from  the 
same  source,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  these  recommendations  are  being 
adopted. 

A  difficulty  that  is  sometimes  encountered  concerns  the  producers  of  graded 
milk.  On  a  number  of  occasions  it  has  been  found  that,  in  a  batch  of  four  or 
five  samples  taken  on  the  same  day  from,  a  producer  of  graded  milk,  one  or 
two  of  the  samples  are  deficient  in  fat  or  solids-not-fat,  whilst  the  other  samples 
are  milk  of  exceptionally  rich  quality.  This  arises  from  the  practice  of  bottling 
milk  from  one  or  two  cows  as  soon  as  it  is  produced,  in  order  to  prevent 
bacteriological  contamination  from  external  sources.  It  is  known  that  milk 
from  individual  cows  may  vary  greatly,  and  that,  at  any  given  time,  some  cows 
may  be  yielding  poor  quality  milk,  whilst  others  of  the  same  herd  are  giving  milk 
above  the  average  in  its  solid  constitu tents.  The  older  custom  of  mixing  all 
the  milk  from  a  herd  before  bottling  ensured  that  the  consumer  obtained  a 
fair  average,  and  the  new  method,  whilst  certainly  tending  to  maintain  a  low 
bacterial  population,  has  objections  from  the  stand-point  of  nutritional  value. 
It  might  be  contended  that  each  consumer  will  obtain  a  supply  of  poor  milk 
and  of  rich  milk  over  a  sufficient  period  of  time,  and,  therefore,  that  he  is  not 
really  prejudiced.  This  view  is  not  correct.  Much  of  the  graded  milk  on  the 
market  is  sold  for  the  consumption  of  infants,  and  milk  of  abnormal  quality, 
whether  it  be  unusually  rich  or  unusually  poor,  will  interfere  seriously,  for  the 
time  being,  with  a  carefully  balanced  diet. 


Apart  from  the  samples  mentioned  above,  the  quality  of  the  milk  samples 
analysed  during  1936  has  been  normal.  The  following  table  gives  the  average 
figures  for  the  solid  constitutents  of  the  samples  received  during  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  : —

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CREAM. 

Nineteen  samples  of  cream  were  analysed  during  1936,  and  two  (informal) 
samples  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  In  both  cases,  the  samples  were 
described  as  “Fresh  Cream,”  and  they  were  found  to  have  been  pasteurised  or 
otherwise  heat-treated.  This  practice,  which  appears  to  be  increasing,  is  open 
to  considerable  objection.  Natural  cream,  prepared  by  skimming  or  by  centri¬ 
fugal  separation  from  milk,  has,  for  many  individuals,  a  superior  flavour  to 
pasteurised  cream,  and,  moreover,  it  possesses  the  advantage  of  “whipping” 
readily,  whereas  heat-treated  cream  either  does  not  “whip”  at  all,  or  can  be 
made  to  do  so  only  with  difficulty.  The  description  “Fresh  Cream”  is  usually 
understood  to  mean  cream  in  its  natural  condition,  and  as  a  demand  still  exists 
for  the  natural  article,  it  is  desirable  that  pasteurised  and  heat-treated  cream 
should  not  be  so  described. 

Apart  from  the  two  samples  mentioned  above,  the  creams  analysed  during 
1936  were  passed  as  genuine.  Six  of  the  samples  were  fresh  cream,  and  the 
remaining  eleven  samples  were  sterilised  cream  put  up  in  hermetically-sealed 
containers.  The  proportion  of  fat  in  the  samples  of  fresh  cream  ranged  from 

45.7  to  55.7  per  cent.,  with  an  average  figure  of  51.9  per  cent.  These  samples 
might  fairly  be  described  as  rich  cream. 

The  composition  of  the  samples  of  sterilised  cream  was  very  variable, 
and  indicates  the  desirability  of  fixing  some  legal  standard  of  composition  for 
this  article.  In  the  samples  analysed,  the  fat  varied  from  22.8  per  cent,  to 

51.8  per  cent.,  with  an  average  figure  of  30.6  per  cent.  The  consumer  has  no 
means  of  ascertaining  what  type  of  article  he  is  purchasing  ;  cream  in  a  sealed 
container  may  have  the  composition  of  a  really  rich,  full  flavoured  article,  equal 
in  food  value  to  the  best  fresh  cream,  and  possessed  of  better  “keeping” 
qualities,  or  it  may  be  so  poor  in  character  that,  were  it  not  emulsified,  sterilised 
and  packed  in  a  sealed  container,  its  inferior  quality  would  be  so  apparent  as 
seriously  to  affect  its  sale.  It  is  true  that  many  of  the  poorer  qualities  of  article 
are  accompanied  by  a  declaration  of  the  percentage  of  fat  present,  but  the  state¬ 
ment  is  frequently  made  in  such  terms  as  to  be  quite  misleading  to  the  non¬ 
technical  purchaser.  At  a  time  when  much  attention  is  directed  to  matters  of 
nutrition,  it  is  somewhat  remarkable  that  the  appropriate  Government  Depart¬ 
ment  (The  Ministry  of  Agriculture)  does  not  exercise  the  power  it  has  legally 
possessed  since  1899,  to  make  standards  for  cream  and  for  cheese. 

Other  dairy  products  analysed  during  1936  included  Butter  (38  samples), 
Cheshire  Cheese  (2  samples)  and  Condensed  Milk  (1  sample).  Existing  legal 
enactments  require  that  butter  shall  contain  no  other  fat  than  milk  fat,  and  shall 
not  contain  more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water.  Preservatives  of  any  kind  (other 
than  salt)  are  not  permitted.  The  samples  of  butter  analysed  during  1936 
conformed  to  these  requirements,  and  were  passed  as  genuine.  The  samples 
of  Cheshire  Cheese  were  made  from  full-cream  milk  and  were  of  good  com¬ 
mercial  quality.  The  sample  of  condensed  milk  satisfied  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations. 

FISH  AND  FISH  PRODUCTS. 

In  previous  Reports,  it  has  been  mentioned  that  fish,  and  crustacae  are 
liable  to  ccntain  arsenic  derived  from  the  sea  water  they  inhabit,  and  that  the 
amount  of  arsenic  so  present,  though  variable,  may  greatly  exceed  the  limit 
recommended  as  a  maximum  for  any  foodstuff  by  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Arsenical  Poisoning  of  1901.  The  presence  of  naturally  occurring  arsenic 
raises  a  difficult  problem  of  administration  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
Analyses  made  in  this  laboratory  upon  a  large  number  of  fish  and  crustacae 
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from  a  variety  of  sources  have  indicated  that  arsenic  is  not  a  constant  impurity, 
and,  also,  that  the  amount  occurring  naturally  is  very  variable  and  may  range 
from  less  than  0.25  part  per  million  to  20  parts  per  million.  Greater  quantites 
have  been  reported  by  other  observers.  Now,  the  amount  of  arsenic  (expressed 
as  arsenious  oxide)  recommended  as  a  maximum  limit  for  food  is  1.4  part  per 
million,  and,  apart  from  fish  and  crustacae,  this  is  accepted  generally  as  a  reason¬ 
able  figure  by  which  to  judge  samples  taken  under  the  Act.  The  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  takes  into  account  only  contamination  introduced  from  external 
sources  by  human  agency,  and  samples  of  food  containing  naturally  occurring 
arsenic,  in  whatever  amount,  would  not  contravene  the  Act.  Hence,  it  follows 
that  arsenic  in  samples  of  fish  or  crustacae,  if  it  is  of  “natural”  origin,  must  be 
passed  in  quantities  that  would  undoubtedly  condemn  any  other  article  as  unfit 
for  food.  The  difficult  position  arises,  however,  that  large  quantities  of  fish, 
shrimps,  prawns,  lobsters  and  similar  articles  are  now  sold  in  metal  containers 
after  processing  treatment  at  factories,  and  they  might,  conceivably  be  exposed 
to  arsenical  or  other  metallic  contamination.  Similarly,  quantities  of  fish  {e.g. 
smoked  fillet)  are  coloured  with  artificial  dyes,  which  may  themselves  be  heavily 
contaminated  with  arsenic  or  other  metals.  At  present,  it  is  not  possible  to 
distinguish  between  naturally  occurring  arsenic  and  arsenic  present  as  extraneous 
contamination,  and  the  unsatisfactory  situation  arises,  therefore,  that,  except 
in  special  circumstances,  metallic  contamination  of  this  type  of  sample  must 
be  ignored. 

During  1936,  samples  of  prawns  and  mussels  were  found  to  contain  arsenic 
in  amounts  ranging  from  5  to  20  parts  per  million.  A  number  of  samples  of 
shrimps  were  examined,  but  the  arsenic  in  these  was  found  to  be  negligible. 
The  matter  was  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report,  and,  subsequently,  it  was 
very  fully  discussed  with  the  late  Medical  OflScer  and  the  Inspector  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  conclusion  was  reached  that  no  action  could  be 
taken  in  these  cases,  although  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  position  was 
acknowledged.  Ultimately,  therefore,  the  samples  were  returned  as  “genuine.” 

Apart  from  the  articles  mentioned  above,  the  samples  analysed  during  1936 
do  not  call  for  individual  comment.  They  were  of.  good  commercial  quality, 
and  satisfied  existing  legal  requirements  in  all  respects. 

PRESERVATIVES. 

The  Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations  prohibit  the 
addition  of  preservative  to  ah  hut  a  few  types  of  food,  and  in  those  cases  in  which 
preservative  is  permitted,  the  nature  and  amount  that  may  be  added  is  specified. 
The  Regulations  have  greatly  increased  the  work  that  has  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  examination  of  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  since  such  substances 
as  sulphur  di-oxide  and  sulphites  may  be  employed  not  only  as  preservatives, 
but  also  as  bleaching  agents  and  to  check  the  ravages  of  insects.  In  consequence 
of  this  ubiquity,  virtually  every  sample  of  food  submitted  under  the  Act  is 
specially  examined  for  the  presence  of  preservatives,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  be 
able  to  record  that  no  case  of  contravention  of  the  Regulations  was  detected 
during  1936. 


METALLIC  CONTAMINATION. 

The  increase,  during  recent  years,  in  the  number  and  variety  of  cooked 
and  sterilised  foods  that  are  available  to  the  public,  has  rendered  it  necessary 
to  exercise  great  vigilance  in  regard  to  metallic  contamination,  particularly  as 
so  many  articles  are  now  sold  in  metal  containers.  In  earlier  years,  before  the 
sources  of  contamination  were  fully  appreciated,  many  samples  of  food  were 
unsatisfactory  in  this  respect,  but  the  subject  has  received  much  attention  by 
manufacturers  and  others,  and,  at  the  present  time,  defects  of  this  type  are 
extremely  rare. 
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Ail  the  samples  received  during  1936  that  were  sold  in  metal  containers, 
as  well  as  all  other  samples  in  which  there  appeared  to  be  any  possibility  of 
contamination,  were  specially  tested  for  metals.  Despite  the  fact  that  the 
number  so  examined  represented  a  large  proportion  of  the  total  samples  sub¬ 
mitted,  no  appreciable  metallic  contamination  was  detected  in  any  instance,  if 
the  special  case  of  shell  fish,  mentioned  earlier  in  this  Report,  be  excepted.

Measles. 

Idiis  disease  in  Warring-ton  is  only  notihable  in  the  case  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 

There  were  1,171  cases  notified,  with  28  deaths  (compared 
with  230  cases  and  6  deaths  in  1935). 

24  cases  were  treated  in  hospital  during  1936.  The  District 
Nurse  attended  in  the  patients’  own  homes,  in  acordance  with  our 
arrangements,  30  cases,  paying  altogether  684  visits  (see  page  22). 

1,298  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  supervising 
home  treatment. 

907  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspectors  to  the  homes  of  children 
affected. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  parents  are  inclined  to  obtain 
medical  advice  for  cases  of  measles  more  frequently  than  formerly, 
and  the  Health  Visitors  report  that  in  almost  all  cases  a  doctor  is 
in  attendance  before  the  case  is  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 


German  Measles. 

No  cases  came  to  our  notice  during  1936. 


Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Croup. 

In  1936  there  were  338  cases  notified,  with  23  deaths  (93  per 
cent,  removed  to  hospital).  The  death  rate  was  0.29  per  1,000. 

d'hese  figures  show  a  marked  improvement  over  the  previous  year 
when  there  were  463  cases,  the  death  rate  being  0.33  per  1,000, 
and  considering  the  severe  type  of  disease,  the  results  were  better 
than  in  many  areas. 
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Immiinization  agaisist  Diphtheria. 

During-  the  year,  935  children  of  school  age  were  immunized 
at  the  School  Clinic,  120  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  385  below 
school  age  at  the  Consultation  Centres  (M.  &  C.W.),  making  a 
total  of  1,440  in  all,  as  compared  with  230  in  the  previous  year. 

In  the  month  of  November,  however,  a  scheme  for  immuniza¬ 
tion  at  schools  (on  a  large  scale)  was  inaugurated  so  as  to  make 
the  procedure  adopted  easier  and  cheaper  for  the  parents,  as  by 
its  adoption  at  the  schools  the  parents  have  not  to  incur  the 
expense  of  bus  fares  on  three  occasions  to  the  Clinic  in  Sankey 
Street,  and  in  some  cases,  where  there  are  three  or  four  children 
in  a  family  to  be  immunized,  this  means  a  considerable  saving. 
Each  child  is  given  three  doses  of  the  immunizing  material 
(T.A.F.)  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

In  every  instance  the  written  consent  of  the  parents  or 
guardians  is  previously  obtained  and  no  child  is  immunized  unless 
consent  is  given. 

At  the  schools  the  Head  Teachers  alw^ays  assist  by  getting  the 
written  consent  of  the  parents,  and  they  also  muster  the  children 
when  they  have  to  be  treated.  A  nurse  is  always  in  attendance 
to  assist  in  the  treatment,  and  keeps  a  careful  record  of  it  on  a 
special  card  used  for  this  purpose.

TREATMENT  OF  CASES  IN  HOSPITAL. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  lower  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  279  patients  admitted  to  hospital,  mostly  of  a 
mild  type,  and  2  deaths  occurred. 

During-  the  year  all  uncomplicated  cases  of  patients  who  had 
sufl'ered  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  discharged  within  4  weeks, 
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Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospital  (336)  was  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  in  the  previous  years  1934  (472),  1935  (463). 

Immunisation  of  the  Nursing  Staff  against  Diphtheria  has 
been  carried  out,  and  children  convalescing-  from  Scarlet  Fever  are 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  if  the  parents  desire  it. 

Measles. 

'Fhere  were  24  patients  admitted,  all  under  5  years  of  age, 
with  7  deaths  during  1936.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  admit 
all  cases  of  Measles  ;  only  those  with  chest  complications. 

Erysipelas. 

12  patients  were  admitted  as  against  29  in  the  previous  year 
— Serum  being  given  in  all  cases.  There'  were  4  deaths  in  the 
hospital. 

New  Ward  Required. 

It  would  be  a  very  great  advantage  to  this  hospital  if  we 
could  have  a  glass  cubicle  ward  erected.  Not  only  is  the  whole 
accommodation  of  the  hospital  severely  taxed  during  epidemics, 
but  we  are  in  need  of  more  cubicles  for  the  isolation  of  suspicious 
or  observation  cases.  The  accommodation  in  the  cubicle  ward 
would  be  ideal  for  dealing  with  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

New  Laundry. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  is  preparing  plans  for  a  new  laundry 
to  replace  the  existing  one  which  is  inadequate  and  worn  out.

Whooping  Cough, 

like  Measles,  is  a  very  fatal  disease  in  young  children  ;  423  cases 
came  to  our  notice  during  1936.  There  were  6  deaths  from  the 
disease.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1936  was  114,  a 
decrease  of  i  compared  with  1935. 

The  male  deaths  numbered  56,  being  a  decrease  of  10  on  the 
previous  year.  The  female  deaths  were  58  being  an  increase  of 
9  compared  with  1935. 
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There  was  a  decrease  of  9  in  the  number  of  male  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  mouth  and  throat.  A  decrease  of  5  in  deaths  from 
Cancer  in  the  alimentary  tract,  and  an  increase  of  9  in  other  sites. 

In  females  there  was  a  decrease  of  4  in  deaths  from  Cancer 
in  the  alimentary  tract,  and  an  increase  of  9  in  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  g'enito-urinary  tract  and  an  increase  of  4  in  other 
sites.

Arrangements  for  Radium  Treatment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  free  Radium  Treatment 
for  residents  of  this  district  at  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute. 
A  charge  of  4/-  per  day  for  maintenance  being  made  for  cases 
that  have  to  be  admitted  to  the  Institute  and  2/6  per  day  main- 
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tenance  for  patients  receiving  treatment  as  out-patients.  The 
Local  Authority  has  agreed  to  defray  part  or  the  whole  of  the 
cost  of  this  for  necessitous  Warrington  cases.  “Recommends” 
and  full  particulars  are  available  on  application  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

During  1936  the  Medical  Officer  gave  32  recommends  to  28 
new  patients  resident  in  Warrington. 

During  the  year  i  patient  had  2  recommends ;  i  had 
recommends  in  1934-1936;  2  had  recommends  in  1935-36.

X-RAYS  FOR  DIAGNOSIS. 

The  new  X-Ray  installation  at  Hefferston  Sanatorium  was 
first  brought  into  use  during  the  month  of  August,  and  is  operated 
by  Dr.  Delmege.  200  patients  were  screened  and  107  films  were 
taken,  making  a  total  of  307  X-Ray  examinations.  ' 
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Dr.  J.  A.  Delmege  has  submitted  the  following  notes  on  treat¬ 
ment  : — 

Treatment  at  the  Sanatorium  is  being  carried  on  along  the  same  lines  as 
in  the  previous  few  years,  i.e.,  Sanatorium — rest,  supplemented  by  Artificial 
Pneumothorax  and  other  measures  calculated  to  produce  collapse  of  the  lung. 
With  the  installation  of  an  X-ray  plant,  however,  treatment  can  be  applied  and 
controlled  far  more  exactly  than  heretofore.  Much  useless  work  and 
unnecessary  risk  is  prevented — no  longer  is  the  physician  working  in  the  dark. 

The  principal  surgical  procedures  in  use  at  the  Sanatorium  are  Division 
and  Crushing  of  the  Phrenic  Nerve  ;  the  latter,  useful  in  bilaterial  cases, 
causing  temporary  paralysis  lasting  from  6  to  9  months.  Cases  in  which 
adhesions,  are  preventing  satisfactory  collapse  may  require  division  of  these 
adhesions,  and  cavities  in  the  upper  lobes  may  resist  collapse  unless  dealt  with 
by  a  thoracoplasty  (removal  of  the  ribs).  These  two  measures,  unsuitable  for  a 
Sanatorium,  are  not,  at  present,  available  for  our  patients. 

Opinion  is  divided  as  to  the  value  of  gold  salts  in  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

I  give  them  in  such  cases  as  appear  suitable.

27  cases  were  treated  by  Artificial  Pneumothorax  and  received  252  refills. 

16  cases  were  treated  by  Phrenic  Division  either  alone  or  combined  with 
Artificial  Pneumothorax.

The  recreational  facilities  at  the  Sanatorium  have  been  fully 
used,  particulars  of  which  were  furnished  in  the  1931  Report. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  John  W.  Wilkie,  who 
has  undertaken  the  duties  of  Chaplain,  and  conducts  a  weekly 
service  for  the  patients,  and  also  to  the  Reverend  Father  J.  E. 
Seddon,  who  is  regular  in  his  attendance  at  the  Sanatorium. 

We  have  also  to  thank  the  various  Bands  from  Warrington 
who  have  provided  entertainment  at  different  times,  which  has 
been  much  appreciated. 

BOROUGH  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

In  addition  to  treatment  at  the  Sanatorium,  cases  of  Tubercu¬ 
losis  are  admitted  to  the  Borough  General  Hospital,  where  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  approved  8  beds  for  pulmonary,  and  24 
beds  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

A  part-time  Orderly,  with  special  qualifications,  is  in  attend¬ 
ance  to  assist  in  the  intermediate  treatment  of  cases  at  the  Clinic 
and  with  the  bacteriological  work.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

7  he  scheme  for  prevention  of  blindness  under  Section  66  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  was  inaugurated  experi¬ 
mentally  in  1933,  received  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  1935,  as  a  permanent  scheme. 

Full  particulars  of  the  facilities  provided 
(a)  under  existing  services, 
and  (b)  under  Section  66  (Public  Health  Act,  1925) 

were  given  in  1934  report.  A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  1936  is  given  below. 

(a)  Special  sight  saving  class  for  27  partially-sighted  children, 
at  Evelyn  Street  School,  well  attended.  Children  re¬ 
examined  at  least  once  a  quarter  by  the  Ophthalmic 
-  ...Surgeon. 
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Cases  of  markedly  defective  vision  in  young  persons  aged 
14 — 16  years,  followed  up  after  leaving  school,  and  in 
this  connection  158  letters  were  sent  to  parents  warning 
them  of  the  necessity  for  periodically  seeking  the  advice 
of  a  competent  ophthalmologist.  Several  of  these  parents 
have  applied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  infor- 
’mation  re  facilities  available. 

(b)  During  1936,  17  persons  (9  males  and  8  females)  suffer¬ 
ing  from  defective  vision  have  attended  the  Health 
Department  for  advice,  compared  with  28  the  previous 
year. 

Of  the  17  cases 

10  patients  have  applied  spontaneously, 

and  7  were  sent  by  Private  Practitioners  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

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In  addition,  under  our  arrangements  with  the  Local  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  the  N.O.T.B.,  copies  of  reports  on  34  additional 
cases  sent  direct  by  the  practitioners  were  furnished  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  in  some  instances,  was  able  to 
assist  in  providing  facilities  for  treatment.

From  information  obtained  from  the  local  agents  for  the 
N.O.T.B.  (Messrs.  Curry  and  Paxton,  Legh  Street,  Warrington), 
there  were  altogether  165  cases  (96  males  and  69  females)  dealt 
with  by  them  under  the  Treatment  Board’s  Scheme. 

Remarks.

Work  of  the  Voluntary  Society  for  the  Blind. 

This  Society  is  assisting  us  greatly  in  the  work  by  keeping 
under  observation  and  sending  for  treatment  when  necessary  all 
“border-line”  cases  of  blindness  discovered  by  them  on  application 
for  registration  under  the  Blind  Persons’  Act. 

During  1936  the  number  dealt  with  was  as  follows  : — 

Sent  to  Manchester  for  treatment  ...  245  cases 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  Warrington 
during  1936. 

All  Midwives  are  supplied  with  colossal  silver  i  in  2,000,  for 
use  as  prophylactic  drops  in  the  eyes  of  all  new-born  children, 
after  thorough  cleansing. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

No  special  Health  Week  was  held  in  Warrington  during  1936. 

Educational  work  of  one  sort  or  another  is  proceeding  regu¬ 
larly  week  by  week  each  year  through  the  efforts  of  the  staff  of  all 
the  various  branches  of  our  department. 

The  Magazine,  ^^Better  Health/^  with  local  supplement,  has 
been  distributed  monthly,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  public  receiving  it. 
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By  arrangement  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Educa¬ 
tion,  a  periodical  supply  of  posters  on  Health  Subjects  has  been 
received  and  displayed  in  the  frame  obtained  from  the  Empire 
Marketing  Board,  which  Messrs.  Joseph  Crosfield  and  Sons  have 
kindly  permitted  us  to  use  outside  their  works  in  Liverpool  Road. 

Numerous  leaflets  on  various  subjects  have  been  issued  and 
circulated  to  the  public  during  the  year. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

A  great  deal  of  time  is  devoted  by  members  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind  in  the  area. 

The  Blind  Persons’  Sub-Committee  for  the  administration  of 
the  Act  of  1920  is  a  sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee,  and 
composed  of  all  the  members  of  that  committee,  together  with  2 
representatives  of  the  Warrington,  Widnes  and  District  Society 
for  the  Blind,  2  representatives  of  the  Warrington  Branch  of  the 
National  League  of  the  Blind,  and  i  unattached  blind  person.  One 
of  the  representatives  also  represents  the  Education  Committee. 

Workshop  Accommodation. 

The  necessity  for  increased  accommodation  in  the  Workshops 
is  urgent,  and  although  a  great  deal  of  attention  was  given  to 
the  problem  during  1936,  no  solution  was  arrived  at. 

The  Voluntary  Agency,  the  Warrington,  Widnes  and  District 
Society  for  the  Blind,  which  carries  out,  on  behalf  of  the  Local 
Authority,  much  of  the  welfare  work  for  the  blind,  continued  its 
useful  work  during  the  year,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Haw¬ 
thorn  (the  Secretary  of  that  body)  for  the  following  Report  : — 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

I  have  the  honour  to  give  you  my  usual  report  on  the 
Society’s  activities  for  the  year  1936.  Particulars  regarding 
registration,  etc.,  are  appended. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Strict  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  most  important  branch 
of  our  work,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report,  with  much  success.  The 
amount  expended  each  year  on  this  department  is  increasing  and 
is  met  from  the  Society’s  voluntary  funds.  The  Society  has 
special  arrangements  with  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital 
for  advice  and  treatment  purposes,  and  the  work  we  are  under¬ 
taking  in  this  direction  is  becoming  known  to  far  greater 
numbers,  and  full  advantage  of  what  we  can  offer  will  be  shown 
in  future  years. 
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Children  with  Defective  Vision. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  all  cases  under  school  age  in 
collaboration  with  your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 
My  Committee  are  very  pleased  to  note  a  decline  in  eye  diseases 
amongst  children,  and  the  Local  Authority  are  to  be  compli¬ 
mented  on  their  efforts  and  propaganda  generally  in  this  matter. 

The  special  class  for  partially-sighted  children,  arranged  by 
the  Education  Committee,  seems  to  be  having  its  effect  in  that  no 
children  have  been  sent  to  special  schools  for  the  blind  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years. 

Certification  of  Blindness. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  examined  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeons 
during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  12  new  cases  were  registered, 
and  one  case  was  decertified  from  the  Society’s  registers.  Two 
cases  came  into  the  Borough  from  outside  areas  and  one  case 
removed  from  the  area.  There  were  ten  deaths,  and  at  the  31st 
December,  1936,  there  were  172  cases  of  blindness  on  the 
.Society’s  books  (92  males  and  80  females). 

Continued  use  has  been  made  of  the  new  Ministry  of  Health 
Certification  Form  B.D.8,  and  this  also  enables  us  to  secure  more 
accurate  information,  and  is  very  helpful  regarding  “Prevention 
of  Blindness.  ’’ 

Workshops. 

Nothing  of  a  definite  nature  has  been  done  regarding  the 
question  of  Workshop  accommodation.  It  is  anticipated,  how¬ 
ever,  that  during  the  forthcoming  12  months  a  scheme  for  exten¬ 
sions  will  be  considered. 

Employment  during  the  year  has  been  fairly  good,  and  pro¬ 
duction  of  good  quality  articles  has  been  maintained.  The 
general  health  of  the  blind  employees  has  been  good  throughout 
the  year. 

Social  Amenities. 

The  Society  endeavours  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
social  amenities  for  the  blind,  and  the  various  arrangements  made 
are  very  much  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  those  concerned. 

Annual  Trips. 

The  Annual  Trip  was  an  “All-day’’  affair  again  to  Blackpool, 
and  was  graced  by  the  attendance  of  their  Worships  the  Mayor 
and  Mayoress  of  Blackpool,  Warrington,  and  Widnes.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this  outing  other  trips  were  arranged  for  the  two  handi¬ 
craft  classes  which  meet  regularly  each  week. 
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Christmas  Functions. 

The  Christmas  parties  were  again  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all, 
and  at  this  time  of  the  year  the  Society,  from  its  voluntary  funds, 
makes  a  presentation  gift  of  socks,  stockings  or  other  woollen 
wear,  together  with  a  grant  of  2/6  to  each  blind  person. 

Holidays. 

The  Holiday  Scheme  during  1936  was  again  successful — 
here  the  Society  extends  facilities  to  every  unemployable  blind 
person  within  its  care,  and  as  the  years  go  by  the  scheme  is 
extended  and  looked  forward  to  by  the  blind.  The  cost  approaches 
;^4oo,  and  is  met  from  the  Voluntary  Funds. 

Visiting. 

This  side  of  our  work  is  appreciated  by  the  blind,  and  the 
personal  contact  thus  made  is  helpful  for  Committee  purposes 
when  cases  are  considered,  especially  for  assistance  under  the 
heading  of  nourishment  or  convalesence,  dental  treatment, 
bedding,  clothing,  new  glasses,  etc. 

Unemployable  Grant  Scheme. 

The  Committee  always  gives  close  attention  to  detailed  case 
work  in  connection  with  the  Corporation’s  scheme  of  assistance 
to  the  Unemployable  Blind,  and  they  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  the  increase  in  the  grant  allowance  figure  under  the  scheme 
from  25/-  to  26/-  per  week  is  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  blind 
and  is  appreciated. 

The  cost  of  grants  under  this  heading  during  the  financial 
year  ended  31st  March,  1936,  was  approximately  ;^.'3,ooo. 

Gymnasium  Class  for  Blind  Men. 

In  last  year’s  report  it  was  mentioned  that  a  Gymnasium 
Class  for  blind  men  had  been  inaugurated,  and  this  continued 
successfully  throughout  the  year.  Attendances  have  been  main¬ 
tained,  and  the  class  has  progressed  beyond  expectations,  and 
the  benefit  from  a  health  point  of  view  and  the  comradeship 
amongst  the  .men  has  more  than  justified  the  experiment. 

Obituary. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  mention  of  my  Committee’s  expres¬ 
sions  of  profound  regret  in  the  sad  loss  we  have  all  sustained  by 
the  death  of  Dr.  Joseph.  The  blind  have  lost  a  good  friend,  and 
Dr.  J  oseph’s  activities  on  their  behalf  and  in  the  cause  of  the 
Prevention  of  Blindness  will  always  be  remembered  for  their 
sincerity  and  in  the  progress  of  blind  welfare  generalhL 
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In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  extend  my  Committee’s  thanks  to  the 
Corporation  and  its  Officials,  and  particularly  to  yourself  for  your 
co-operation  in  our  work  during  the  3^ear  under  review.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF. 

A  scheme  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  as  a  result  of  Circular  1337  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  With  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Local 
Authority  now  makes  an  annual  grant  to  the  Warrington  and 
District  Society  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  10/-  per  head  of  those 
afflicted  residents  within  the  County  Borough.  In  return,  the 
Society  is  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  problem  of  “placement” 
of  deaf  persons  in  employment,  and  will  furnish  quarterly  reports 
showing  details  of  “placement”  and  consultations  with  Schools 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  re  trainees.

Report  on  Survey  of  Overcrowding  as  required  by 
by  Section  I,  Part  I,  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1935. 


INTRODUCTION. 

This  Survey  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Sections  i  and  2  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  and 
the  instructions  in  regard  thereto  contained  in  Housing  Memor¬ 
andum  B.  1935  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  report  on  families  overcrowded  as  shown  by  the  Survey 
and  Statement  of  Accommodation  as  required  by  the  Ministry  are 
contained  in  Tables  A.  &  B.  (Form  C). 

The  report  and  statement  will  require  to  be  supplemented  by 
the  information  asked  for  in  Form  D.,  in  which  the  Local  Auth¬ 
ority  is  required  to  give  information  as  to  its  proposals  for  the 
provision  of  additional  accommodation  to  abate  overcrowding. 


AS  TO  THE  SURVEY. 

Under  Section  i  of  Part  i  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  Local 
Authorities  are  required  to  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  what  dwelling-houses  in  their  district  are 
overcrowded,  and  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  a  report 
showing  the  result  of  the  inspection  and  the  number  of  new 
houses  required,  in  order  to  abate  the  overcrowding  in  their 
district,  and  unless  they  are  satisfied  that  the  required  number 
of  new  houses  will  be  otherwise  provided,  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Minister  proposals  for  the  provision  thereof. 

* 

By  Section  2  (i)  of  the  Act  a  dwelling-house  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  overcrowded  at  any  time  when  the  number  of  persons  sleep¬ 
ing  in  the  houses  either  : — 

(a)  is  such  that  any  two  of  those  persons,  being  persons  ten 
years  old  or  more  of  opposite  sexes  and  not  being  persons 
living  together  as  husband  and  wife  must  sleep  in  the 
same  room,  or 
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(b)  is  in  relation  to  the  number  and  floor  area  of  the  rooms 
of  which  the  house  consists,  in  excess  of  the  permitted 
number  of  persons  as  defined  in  the  First  Schedule  to  the 
Act. 

The  number  of  persons  to  be  permitted  in  each  size  of  house 
as  set  out  in  the  First  Schedule  is  : —

Sub-section  (2)  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  provides  that  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  number  of  persons  sleeping  in  a  house  no  account 
shah  be  taken  of  a  child  under  i  year  old,  and  a  child  who  has 
attained  one  year  and  is  under  10  years  shall  be  reckoned  as  one 
half  a  unit. 


The  Act  also  provides  that  in  arriving  at  the  number  of 
rooms  in  a  house,  no  room  with  a  floor  area  of  less  than  50  sq.  ft. 
is  to  be  counted  for  the  purpose  of  the  above  table.

THE  RESULTS  OF  THE  SURVEY. 

The  information  obtained  from  the  Survey  is  summarised  in 
the  following  paragraphs.  The  analysis,  however,  is  restricted 
to  matters  of  fact  only,  questions  of  policy  being  left  for  deter¬ 
mination  by  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Town  Council. 
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(i)  The  Extent  of  the  Survey. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  on  March  31st, 
1936,  was  19,568. 

All  houses  in  the  Borough  deemed  to  be  houses  of  a  working- 
class  type  or  of  a  type  suitable  for  occupation  by  the  working 
classes,  have  been  included  in  this  Survey  with  the  exception  of 
344  houses  which  have  already  been  marked  for  clearance.

STANDARD. 

The  following  table  has  been  prepared  at  the  request  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

The  figures  are  based  on  a  Local  Standard,  viz.  : — The 
accommodation  provided  by  taking  into  account  bedrooms  only, 
and  must  be  such  that  no  two  persons  both  of  10  years  of  age  or 
over  of  opposite  sexes,  except  persons  living  together  as  husband 
and  wife,  must  sleep  in  the  same  room.  This  differs  from 
Table  2  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  which  stipulates  that  the  bed¬ 
rooms  and  living  rooms,  minus  the  scullery  and  bathroom,  must 
be  taken  into  account ;  in  addition,  also,  the  section  dealing  with 
the  separation  of  sexes  has  to  be  applied  when  deciding  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  house  being  overcrowded. 

The  result  of  this  application  of  the  Local  Standard  shows 
5,463  houses  overcrowded  or  29.12  per  cent.

THE  POSITION  ACCORDING  TO  MUNICIPAL  HOUSES. 

It  will  have  been  noted  that  while  the  percentage  of  over¬ 
crowded  houses  for  the  whole  town  is  5.89,  that  for  Municipal 
Houses  is  9.78, 

A  cause  of  the  high  percentage  of  overcrowding  in  Municipal 
Houses  is  that  the  greatest  number  of  the  houses  (2,199)  were 
built  under  the  1924  Act,  and  it  was  found  that  two  of  the  bed¬ 
rooms  of  these  houses  fall  short  of  the  dividing  lines  in  Table  2 
of  the  Act,  e.g.,

It  will  be  noted  that  2  half  units  are  lost  by  only  a  compara¬ 
tively  small  margin. 

Of  the  267  cases  of  overcrowding,  77  cases  are  overcrowded 
by  a  half  degree,  and  a  further  63  cases  are  overcrowded  by  i 
degree,  making  a  total  of  140  cases,  or  52.4  per  cent,  overcrowded 
by  a  half  degree  or  i  degree. 
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REHOUSING  PROPOSALS. 

The  Housing  Act,  1935,  requires  Local  Authorities  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  question  of  the  rehousing  of  overcrowded  families,  and 
to  submit  their  proposals  to  the  Minister  of  Health  by  August  ist, 
1936. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  “D”  that  of  the  total  families 
(1,051)  requiring  to  be  rehoused,  452  families  can  be  rehoused  in 
vacated  dwellings,  leaving  600  families  for  which  additional  pro¬ 
vision  will  have  to  be  made.

“Persons”  referred,  to  means  units  under  the  Act,  i.e.,  child¬ 
ren  under  10  years  ^  unit,  children  under  12  months  not  included. 

When  considering  the  number  of  new  houses  to  be  erected 
it  will  be  necessary  to  take  the  Standard  given  in  Section  37  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1930. 

I  wish  to  point  out  that  when  the  new  accommodation  has 
been  provided  for  the  600  families  there  will  be  left  untenanted 
437  small  houses  and  17  parts  of  houses  (2  or  3  rooms  in  a  large 
house).
